FRANKFURT, Jan. 19.—(UP) 
A group of 271 Russian prisoners 
at the former Dachau concentra-' 
tion camp who had been marked | 
as traitors by the Red Army riot- 
ed Saturday and 10 of them com- 
mitted suicide rather than be re- 
turned to Russia. 

Twenty-one other injured them- 
selves so 
American guards could stop them 
that they had to be hospitalized. 

The same group successfully 
fought off attempts to load them 
on trains Friday, some of them 
begging their American guards to 
shoot them on the ‘spot rather 
than return them to Russia. 

The Russians barricaded them-

Farm Program 


Improves Soil 


HAMILTON, Ga., Jan. 19.—Demonstration farms, selected by the 
county program planning committee and the county agent, are prov- 
ing the practicability of improving the soil as a basis for agricultural 


progress in Harris county. 

Last year the agricultural lead- 
ers of the county developed a 
program hinged on rebuilding of 
the soil with close-growing cover 
crops used over a long period of 
time. County Agent John Gunnels 
pointed out today. Results are al- 
ready soperent, he declared. 
SOIL ED 

Harris county lies in the low- 
er Piedmont section, 
mountain running through the 
center of the county. On the sur- 
rounding slopes the soil had been 
mined for generations with a sys- 
tem of cotton and row.crop farm-

“The program planning com- 
mittee realized,’ Gunnels said, 
“that it would be a waste of time 
to develop a program. that could 
not be carried out on the farms 
in the county, so we decided to 
establish unit test demonstration 
farms to demonstrate these bet- 
ter farming practices.”

state staff of the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Extension Service and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
Gunnels selected demonstration 
farms over the county represent- 
ing all of the soil types, farm- 
ing systems, farm sizes and com- 
munities.

“I want to be an author. Could 
you tell me how to become one 
and how old you must be? Please 
write to me and give some good 
advice.” 

The publishing company pre- 
pared a complimentary reply to 
the youngster, Barbara Fortner, 
presenting sound advice on writ- 
ing, careful reading and school 
studies. So impressed were they 
with her early determination to 
write that they disclosed the story 
of her letter, requested a snap- 
shot of Barbara and urged her to 
send copies of her work. 


Still not satisfied, Barbara pre- 
pared similar letters to Frances 
H. Burnett, author of “Little 
Princess,” and also deceased; a 
letter to Enid Blyton, in Beacons- 
field, England, and to Carroll 
Watson Rankin, who died in Au- 
gust. These and other such let- 
ters resulted in encouraging re- 
plies from the authors, their pub- 
lishers or relatives, encouraging 
the young girl onward in her 
career. 

While in the first grade, before 
Barbara learned to read, she 
would memorize stories, and og 
cite them to all who would listen. |

We farmers have 
heen forced to believe that there 
is something in the profession of 
animal doctoring. Most of us 
have given up our faithhin “hocus- 
pocus,” of one kind oY another, 
and have opened our minds to the 
teachings of science. 

The Farm Bureau’ chapters 
could do a progressive thing by | 
initiating a “know your veteri- 
narian” movement. In the course 
of a few months, every livestock | 
producer in the country would | 
thus become acquainted with his | 
veterinarian, and the veterinarian 
with his constituents. The D. V. 
M.. on.the other hand, could do a 
better job than is being done if 
he would accept the responsibility | 
of disseminating information of 
value to the livestock grower, in 
line with the work he is qualified 
to do.

NEED FOR MEDICINE | 

The fact that we still lose count- 
less hogs through cholera is a re-| 
flection on the veterinarian as | 
well as on us farmers. The fact 
that a majority of hog livers are | 
condemned by the packing houses 
as unfit for human consumption 
because of damage by worms, is 
no less a reflection on the veteri- | 
narians than on us hog raisers. | 
Somebody failed to convince us 
that we could better the situation, | 
and that it would pay us to do so. |

A survey of labor 
union members just completed by 
the institute shows that if a pres- 
idential election were being held 
today. virtually the same propor- 
tion of labor union’ members 
would vote Democratic as in 194 
or 1940. 

Possibly events on the labor 
front in the next few critical 
months, especially the outcome of 
strikes now in progress, may turn 
union members sour on the ad- 
ministration but their present at- 
titude, as shown in the institutes 
coast-to-coast survey, would give 
little comfort to the Republican 
party or to antiadministration 
labor leaders. } 

That President Truman is hold- 
ing the labor union vote as well as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt did can be 
seen from the table shown below.

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 19.—One? 
hundred and sixty- one years is a 
long time, but the University of 
Georgia, the oldest chartered state 
university in the nation, will have 
that many candles on its “‘birth- 
day cake” when its 3,396 students 
celebrate the date of its founding 
on Jan, 27. 

The seeds of the great institu- 
tion of today were planted on Jan. 
27, 1785, only 52 years after the 
founding of the colony of Georgia 
itself and four years before the 
adoption of the constitution of che 
United States: In those lean years 
following the American Revolu- 
tion, the financial resources of 
the Georgia treasury were prac- 
tically nil, but the general assem- 
bly set aside a tract of 40,000 acres 
to be leased for revenue with 
which to begin a state seat of 
learning.

Missing Persons Record 


For 1945 Hits New High 


Atlanta is becoming a city of missing persons. | 
City police officials discovered this fact yesterday when they fin- | 
ished compiling a 1945 record of missing persons reported to the office | 
of Police Chief Hornsby and viewed an imposing stack of reports | 
made of citizens missing during the first 14 days of 1946. | 


During 1945, 
relatives and friends of more than 
1,200 persons wrote, telephoned or 
telegraphed to the Atlanta police 
ftation to ask aid in finding these 
persons. This year; 55 persons 
have already been reported as 
missing. 

“Like most large industrial cen- 
ters,’ Chief Hornsby explained, 
“Atlanta serves aS a mecca for 
inhabitants of small, country 
towns who, for various reasons of 
their own, wish to lose their origi- 
nal identity and begin life anew 
in the teeming crowds of a city.” 
THE REASONS 

Marital difficulties, financial 
embarrassment and plain cases of 
wanderlust, are reasons given by 
Chief Hornsby which often prompt 
seemingly contented citizens to 
break up the even tenor of their 
lives in such an abrupt manner 
and come to the capital city of the 
State. 

“However,” the chief continued, 
“eases of persons who leave other 
towns to seek anonomity in Peach- 
tree street crowds do not consti- 
tute the majority of our missing 
persons reports. Atlantans them- 
selves are subject:to the same rea- 
for home-leaving as their 
country cousins, and each day we 
receive calls from harassed wives, 
husbands and parent@ here who 
want us to find their loved ones.” 

Such calls are taken by the 
clerk on duty in the chief’s office, 
written up into a complete form, 
including the missing person’s 
nearest relatives and his descrip- 
tion. Heads of each watch in both 
the uniform and detective depart- 
ments read the reports to their 
men before they leave the police 
station ‘for the day’s duty. 

MOST RETURN SOON 

A large percentage of these 
missing persons, according to the 
police chief, return to their homes 
within 24 hours. In this category

Main Floor 
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Indicated School Reforms 


In perhaps the best organized analysis 
ever made of metropolitan Atlanta’s edu- 
cational system, the school committee of 
the metropolitan bond commission today 
makes public its recommendations for re- 
visions to meet current needs and future 
requirements. 


The report is a comprehensive yet con- 
cise blueprint for improvement, growing 
out of long and intelligent study by the 
seven members who comprised the com- 
mittee. 


Local education is handicapped from 
the start, the committee points out, because 
the metropolitan area is served by four 
different and distinct school systems, each 
with its own requirements, methods and 
attitudes. Moreover, these four separate 
systems make for many hardships because 
of excessive travel to and from schools, 
difficulty in transferring from one school 
to another when parents move and an over- 
all lack of uniformity in curricula. 


To remedy this situation, the committee 
suggests that the superintendents 
presidents of the boards of the four sys- 
tems, along with the state superintendent 
of schools, make definite plans for closer 
co-ordination through unification of the 
educational approach. 


and 


In this connection, the committee urges 
at careful study be given to uniform 
basic teaching methods, coeducational high 
schools, elimination of junior high schools 
and minimization of political boundary 


th 


lines by means of uniform clearance 
charges for pupils having to change 
schools, such payments being made on a 
per year or per term basis. 


The committee further recommends, as 
has every authority to give even a cursory 
inspection to our facilities, that alle tem- 
porary structures be immediately replaced 
and double session classes eliminated. 


As for indicated additions, the commit- 
tee declares: “The best use of existing 
schools as well as capital expenditures for 
future schools must hinge on population 
growth and traffic development. There- 
fore, schools in the future must draw their 
student bodies from surrounding popula- 
tion, irrespective of the political bound- 
ary.” 


Expansion of Negro school facilities and 
establishment of area trade schools, two 
long needed reforms, are also recom- 
mended. 


All in all, it is a splendid report, one 
which cuts through to the heart of At- 
lanta’s educational problem. It presents 
plausible solutions to our present ineffi- 
ciencies and points the way toward estab- 
lishment of a system catering to 150,000, 
rather than the current 86,000, students. 


It is to be hoped that the committee's 
recommen lations will be read by every 
thoughtful Atlantan and that the indicated 
authorities will move without delay to fol- 
low the suggestions outlined. 


Dont Hold Up the Wheels of Progress 


We quite approve of the city’s reluc- 
tance to enter too hastily into a long-term 
contract with the Georgia Power Company 


on a street maintenance agreement. 


Nevertheless, we do think there is little 
justification in delaying the installation 
of additional trackless trolleys until such 
time as an agreement satisfactory to both 
sides can be worked out. 


It is in the general public interest, 
both from the standpoint of riders and 
10torists, that Atlanta’s remaining street- 
cars be replaced as rapidly as possible 
with trackless trolleys. Not only are the 
latter faster and more comfortable than 


treetcars, but also they are not nearly 


so likely to contribute to traffic conges- 
tion at busy hours. 


It would be possible, it seems to us, for 
the power company to continue moderni- 
zation of its lines while negotiations for 
a new contract with the city are under- 
way. If not, then certainly the two should 
be able to get together on a temporary 
arrangement,. covering the _ transition 
period, to allow the city’s transportation 
system to make badly needed improve- 
ments without delay. 


Atlanta’s traffic and _ transportation 
problems aré complicated enough at best. 
Certainly it is not in the public interest 
to hold up improvements while the city 
and the power company engage in what 
may well be a_ long-drawn-out legal 
wrangle. 


A Million-Dollar Memorial Stadium 


The proposal of the Chamber of Com- 
merce that Atlanta erect a million-dollar 
Stadium, capable of seating 50,000 per- 
sons, aS a war memorial is meeting with 
Widespread public approval. 


In the first place, there exists a long- 
felt need for a municipal stadium to ac- 
commodate the many attractions which 
annually overcrowd existing facilities. 


secondly, it is generally agreed that 
war memorials should serve a useful pur- 
pose, that this time there should not be 
hundreds of thousands of dollars poured 
into the erection of architectural mon- 


strosities which cannot be utilized in any 
practical manner. 


Finally, exhaustive research indicates 
that such a project would be self-liquidat- 
ing and more, that the annual rentals 
which would come from such a stadium 


would readily retire the bonds which could’ 


be issued to build it. 


We think the Chamber of Commerce 
correct in holding that funds for such a 
project should be raised—not as a part 
of the city’s postwar bond program—but 
through a sevarate authority empowered 
to issue revenue certificates. At any rate, 
it is a splendid idea and one to which 
there can be little logical opposition.

All of a sudden | emerged in a 
corner and there was he. 

Clutching a sardine canape in his left hand and my lapel in his 
right, he said, “Why don’t you write something about how a decent 
man doesn’t dare enter politics today because he doesn’t care to 
endure the mud-slinging and the smears which will come his way?” 

Looking at him closely, 1 seemed to recall meeting him in a 
corner of a ballroom following one of the old motorcades of some 
15 years or so ago when good roads were a novelty. 

Before I could reply, a buxom lady, weighing as much as a 
heavyweight wrestler and looking slightly hairy, bore down upon 
him ‘with a shrieking, gibbering yell and pulled him in on the 
dance floor. 

Candor compels me to say he did not look displeased. 

But I do not think he heard me ask, “‘Have you ever read the 
‘Federalist’?”’ 

One of the current falacies in each generation is that politics 
have got worse and that a good man cannot run any more, lest 
he expose himself to having political dung flung upon him by each 
and every farm hand in the barn yard of politics. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth. 


The truth is, and I think this cannot be con- 
tradicted, that the difference is that fewer men 
are independent. In the old days the political smear and the fling- 
ing of mud was every bit as much a part of politics as today. In 
fact, it was more incisive, more brilliant and intelligent than today. 

The smear in the time of Jefferson and Hamilton, in the time 
of Jackson and Clay, was likely to take the form of literature. There 
was mixed up in it the usual bad cartoon, the usual charge of dis- 
honesty and bad morals. But the cream of the smear was almost 
always a selection of brilliant, bitter satire and verbal blades which 
knicked the skin and made the blood come. 

But men could take it in those days. The economics of life were 
simpler. The business of making a living at law and medicine 
and business had not become interlocked with many other finan- 
cial and business interests. A man might say something in Georgia 
and not hurt his business or professional interests in Pennsyl- 
vania. A man might make a political speech in Carolina and not 
have some pressure group in Rhode Island notify its national office 
in New York that so-and-so in Carolina was doing them harm. 

There are no meaner, evil, false or vicious smears than those 
made against the great Jefferson. It was said of him that he-was 
a Communist. They pointed out that he had lived in France and 
was, without doubt, corrupted by foreign customs. The prohibi- 
tionists damned him as a libertine and a wine bibber because he 
kept a wine cellar and served wine, brandy and whisky as he chose, 
The religious fanatics cursed him as they had Benjamin Franklin, 
calling him atheist and spawn of the devil (I use the actual quotes) 
because Jefferson was frankly a free thinker. They drew cartoons 
of Jefferson with the devil seated beside him at his dinner table; 
they wrote of him as besotted and as influencing the young to 
ruin—all because he dared think for himself.

Jackson Historians have weighed it and they think that until 

Franklin Roosevelt came along the weorst invective, 
the most callous, cruel falsehoods were heaped upon Andrew Jack- 
son and Abraham Lincoln. In fact, it is possible that Lincoln 
received the worst of it. In Roosevelt's case, as in theirs, the mean 
little souls who continued a search for mud after the death of Jack- 
son and Lincoln, have continued for a while. If they have any 
place at all, they will have, as in the case of Jackson and Lincoln, 
a reference note in the back of some historian's research. 

Jackson was called, among the kinder things, “King Andrew,” 
“the tyrant,” “the enemy of liberty,” “the foe of free enterprise,” 
“the destroyer of the American waWof life,” a Socialist and a Com- 
munist. (They had called Jefferson a “Jacobin,” which was the 
word for the French Communists of that time.) 

It is not pleasant, of course, to have some liar throw mud in 
a political campaign. The best answer I ever heard was by one 
who said never to try and scrape off the mud. He said to leave it 
alone and soon it would fall off of its own weight. 

But, if a man can offer himself and his character in a race. no 
one can touch it. The mud will fall off. What worries me is that 
most of the excuses for not offering for office, high or low, are 
by men who do not really own themselves—who are forced to con- 
sider what someone in lowa may say if they say something in 
Alabama, or select your own states. 

Politics still cry for men who are free to run and who can take 
into the race character and a certain ability to speak on the stump— 
to let the people look at him and hear him and not be afraid of 
them or himself. 

Politics, God help us, are better than ever .., if you can be- 
lieve it...and they are.

Our Diplomatic Censorship 


(Editor’s Note: 
here, is ill.) 

In connection with the preceding column, regarding the paucity 
of information reaching us about the policies of the American occu- 
pation forces in Germany, there is also something to be said about 
censorship. 

Censorship can exist, even if not directly “exercised,” by killing 
information at the source, and thus preventing access to essential 
facts. 

The American press is not censored, but neither are the Amer- 
ican people well informed in crucial matters in foreign policy. 
The facts necessary to the formation of judgment, while not un- 
known to departments of our government, are so “privileged” that 
only certain journalists and only such of them as are willing to 
break confidences can bring them before the people. 

Thus the “iron curtain,” which hides Europe east of the Elbe 
river, is a curtain only before the eyes of the people. American 
diplomatic and intelligence services know pretty accurately what 
is going on. Mark Ethridge, for instance, who went to Romania 
and Bulgaria on a special mission for the President, reported on 
conditions there, but the report was never released.

Irres onsible When essential information is not accessible even 
p to congress, fragments get out in the form of 
leaks. But this is irresponsible journalism, dangerous to the ulti- 
mate existence_of a free press. Government officials, themselves 
remaining anonymous, use certain journalists as mouthpieces. Often 
such officials have axes to grind—for themselves, or against some- 
one else—and the journalist, hungry for news, becomes, as it were, 
an agent in return for special privilege. 

In Britain, members of parliament can force information into 
the light, through their right publicly to question cabinet mem- 
bers. We have no adequate substitute for this. The judgment of 
American legislative bodies must be formed on information wrung 
by individuals or committees through contacts with cabinet mem- 
bers or department officials, also not always uncolored and 4lso 
not under public scrutiny. 

The press itself, reporting from countries with rigid censorship, 
cannot present candid reports. Not only are the dispatches of 
foreign correspondents rigidly censored in the Soviet Union and its 
satellites, but a self-censorship arises when newspapermen work 
under such conditions. If their reports fail to please their hosts 
they become personaé non gratae, and are given their passports, 
or, if they go home on leave, they cannot obtain return visas. If 
too many of them from a single paper continue to try to assault the 
ring of propaganda, the paper may be barred from sending corre- 
spondents at all. 

Most foreign correspondents are assigned to areas because of 
special qualifications, such as knowledge of the country and its 
language. If the correspondent loses his usefulness in that place 
where he is most fitted to serve, he may be out of a job. 

Truth may get out, but in a second-hand way. Journalists tell 
other journalists outside the things they know and cannot write; 
the outsider writes them, but cannot prove them, nor reveal his 
source. Journalism then becomes, to an extent, an underground 
movement. And if the outside journalist boldly comes out with 
facts slipped him by his para-imprisoned colleagues, they may be 
called upon to denounce him as a condition for continued per- 
mission to stay where they are. This is what happened in the case 


of William L. White.

At what point 

do the people become mere subjects of foreign policy, as helpless 

as any living under a rigid dictatorship? a 

Any policy which cannot endure the searchlight of truth is dan- 
gerous, presuming that the chief end of all our policies is to pre- 
serve the freedom and welfare of the people and their civilization. 

Perhaps that is no longer the aim; perhaps the only aim is to 
preserve peace at any price. If it is, one wonders why we fought 
this war: even then, the people might better, be clear regarding 
the price; and further we may question whether the aim of peace 
at any price has ever succeeded in keeping peace. Certainly it 
cannot succeed unless those nations strong enough to make war are 
willing to pay equally. If the price is to be paid only by some, 
the end will either be war—for even worms usually turn at some 
point—or the most ignominous capitulation which war itself could 
force. 

These are observations of general application, directed at no 
one. unless at our own officials, who, locking secrets in their bosoms 
and making policies which they apparently dare not explain, are 
creating a public fear that things may be worse even than they 
obviously are.

Cities offer 
many advantages, but doubtless 
these are far outweighed by the 
joys of living close to nature and 
mankind in general in the smaller 
communities. 


FEW THINGS IN LIFE, per- 
haps, are so beautiful as sunrise 
Over a dew-wet meadow, each 
drop of tremulous moisture seem- 
ingly holding a miniature sun 
within its glittering orbit. What 
thing can New York or London 
or Paris offer more beautiful than 
a pasture fence,*broken at ran- 
dom, or a lowly farm cabin, cov- 
ered over by an avalanche of pale 
blue morning glories? 


In the cities I miss all the heart- 
warming sounds of the country- 
side, the countryside where, with 
an ear pressed on the slumberous 
wind, I can actually hear the si- 
lence falling upon the earth?

TWO NEW BOOKS ON FRANKLIN have appeared recently. One 
is Carl Van Doren’s “Benjamin Franklin’s Autobiographical Writings” 


(Viking), 
edited by Nathan G. Goodman. 

Dr. Van Doren, 
Franklin is one of the great biog- 
raphies of recent times, has 
brought together and arranged 
Franklin’s autobiographical writ- 
ings—the autobiography itself, es- 
says, letters, and miscellaneous 
items—so as to create the illusion 
that old Benjamin himself is tell- 
ing the story from beginning to 
end. 

This “most widely read of auto- 
biographers” was ‘‘an autobiogra- 
pher by instinct and habitual prac- 
tice,” notes Dr. Van Doren. “In 
letters to his wife and to his sis- 
ter, Jane Mecom, he gave charm- 
ing details of his domestic exist- 
ence; in letters to his son and to 
Joseph Galloway, hé related many 
occurrences behind the scenes of 
politics in London. And to innu- 
merrble friends Franklin wrote 
about his doings in science, busi- 
ness, politics, diplomacy, literature, 
and friendship. By no means al! 
his letters survive, and even if 
they did, they would not tell his 
entire story. He lived much more 
than he took the time to write. 
But from his various autobio- 
graphical writings here collected 
Franklin emerges as a man seen 
in so many flashes of reality that 
the total impression seems to be 
the full truth about him as a visi- 
ble, audible human being. Some 
of his more abstract scientific and 
philosophical ideas and some of 
his more involved political activi- 
ties have had to be passed over, 
though most even of these find

So, while 
there are many conditions that 
in this country today appear omi- 
nous, national credit remains the 
best in the world. 

The annual reports of the banks 
and trust companies reported this 
week give much space to invest- 
ments in government securities. 
When their earnings are analyzed 
it is found that on holdings of 
U. S. government obligations in 
1945 was realized the largest sin- 
gle source of gross income. The 
trend is definitely toward invest- 
ment in short maturities. During 
the present year their proceeds 
will, more and more, be placed 
in loans by corporations of high 
credit who now find it possible 
to refund even their latest 254 and 
three per cent bonds and obtain 
serial bank loans at a much lower 
figure. 

The recommendation of New 
York State Superintendent of 
Banks Elliott V. Bell to reduce 
rates on licensed small loans by 
12 to 20 per cent to be com- 
mended. Even the best managed 
and least criticized members of 
this group have been charging 
their clients an amount inconsist- 
ent with the decline in official in- 
terest rates to the lowest level in 
modern banking history. 
MORGAN PRACTICE 

It has never been the practice 
of the banking house of J. P. 
Morgan & Company to comment 
on current financial or business 
conditions. The elder Morgan 
once broke this tradition when 
he characterized a wobbly stock 
market as suffering from “undl- 
gested securities.” His son, J.P. Jr.., 
was equally reticent. 

As an individual 
Lamont, now chairman 
incorporated company, has 
quently written or spoken abiy 
and at length on political and 
financial trends here and abroad. 
This week, at the annual meeting, 
he spoke frankly to the stockhold- 
ers of his company on matters

CHAIN STORES 

Mail order and chain stores in 
1945 did a gross business of 
$5,801,000,000, an increase of $238,- 
000,000 over 1944. Except for 
men’s wear the apparel store made 
the largest percentage gains. 

The government is projecting an 
increase of 1,000,000 additional 
crop acres this year. Complaints 
of scarcity of grain are contradict- 
ed by evidence of burstling gra- 
naries and the unwillingness of 
producers to sell in anticipation of 
higher prices. Wholesale food and 
commodity prices hold at the top 
prices of the year. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, in its annual report this 
week, finds that the railroads have 
strengthened their credit position 
by debt reduction but face greater 
competition, higher costs and the 
effects of overworked equipment 
in the war years. However, mar- 
kets for railroads securities indi- 
cate no worry by their holders. 

The public utility interests noted 
the decision of the U. S. supreme 
court giving the government the 
right to collect an excise tax from 
the output of the Saratoga Springs 
Commission. In Wall Street the 
implication, rather far-fetched, was 
that the electric production of mu- 
nicipally owned power companies 
might some day be subject to a 
similar tax.

© LOOK at him sitting there, talking 
like anybody else, you’d wonder what 
he was doing in this ward for the blinded 
this boy with the snapping brown eyes 
and the brisk, unhesitant voice. Even 
when you watched closely, those eyes 
didn’t seem different. They laughed when 
he laughed, mocked when he kidded, were 
grave when he was thoughtful. 

It was hard to believe, even when he 
told you himself, that he would never see 
again. 

He was frank and dddly cheerful about 
it. Wise parents and friends, wisely ad- 
vised by the surgeons, had encouraged 
him. That’s the sensible way they do, 
these days, with the handicapped. 

“T can’t say I don’t mind,” he said, 
“but I keep being surprised how little | 
do mind.” 


Anp he added something that could well 
be printed and hung on walls, or slipped 
under the glass tops of desks in place of a 
million “Do It Now’”’ signs: 

“You can take more than you think.”’ 

“I remember,”’ he went on, “what | 
used to think about being blind. Worse 
than being dead, I thought. Why, once, 
years ago, I read in a paper about some 
fellow when the doctors told him he would 
lose his sight. He went right out, bought 
a gun, and‘ killed himself. And I said, 
when I read about it, “That’s smart; that’s 
what J would do.’ I was a bright guy in 
those days. Knew all the answers. 

“But in a war you learn a lot of differ- 
ent answers, And one of them is how much 
you can do without: possessions, com- 
forts, money, warmth, privacy, cleanli- 
ness .. . all those and sometimes even the 
hope of staying alive. 

“You get along without them because 
you have to; you can’t do anything about 
it; you can’t even quit. You don’t like it, 
but it certainly teaches you the differ- 
ence between what you have and what you 
are. So, if you come to lose an even bigger 
possession ...”’ He shrugged, “Well, you 
can take that, too.”’ 

This country made a great many dis- 


coveries in the course of the war, found 
countless sources of unexpected strength 
in organization, in techniques, in man- 
power, in co-operation. 

But not one of those discoveries is worth 
more to the ordinary, individual American 
than the grim, unexciting truth, found the 
hard way by 11,000,000 Americans under 
arms: You can take more than you 
think. 

For it is the fear of not being able to 
take it that licks men and women without 
number. People are timid, or jittery, or 
they get bogged down in indecision — for 
fear of losing something they happen to 
have. Something that may not be impor- 
tant at all. 


I once knew a girl who worried herself 
into a nervous breakdown for fear of losing 
a piddling little job working for a twerp. 
There was a man in my home town who 
took to drink because he was afraid the 
bank would foreclose his mortgage. So, of 
course, it did. 

Anybody who is old enough to vote will 
remember the ninnies who jumped by 
scores Out of seventh-story windows in 
1929 — because they suddenly had lost a 
lot of money that had been easy for them 
to make... 

It isn’t that such people can’t take it. 
They can. But they don’t even try, be- 
cause they think they can’t. Long ago 
they made up their minds. They put a 
high price on what they owned; a low 
price on themselves. 

And even people who have serious 
things happen sometimes sell- themselves 
short for sheer ignorance of how much 
they can take. 


I wap a friend, once, who was on the 
driving end of a bad automobile accident. 
Years later he told me how near he had 
come, in remorse and fancied disgrace, to 
doing away with himself. “I thought,”’ he 
said, “it was going to be so much worse 
than it was —-that living on would be 
worse than death.”’ 

There may once have been some excuse 
for thinking like that. Not now. 

The way of the world has shown us 
in the last few years both at home and 
abroad that no matter how bad things 
are, you can always take more than you 
think.

Out OF This World

How does it feel to make your home 


in a secret city? Here’s a picture 


of the weird life in Richland, the 


hidden atom-town of the Northwest 


YEAR or s6 ago, the Seattle headquarters for a state-wide 
A clothing drive was deluged by a ton of assorted garments 
from a whistle stop called Richland, in southeastern Wash- 
ington. 

Delighted and amazed, Seattle wrote to Richland: “‘How 
do you do it with a population of only four hundred and 
thirty-one? We'd like to know your system.” 

The answer was buried in a deep, discreet silence. For even 
the most circumspect reply would have revealed the intriguing 
information that open-handed Richland was no longer a tiny 
hamlet, but a boom town of 15,000 people. 

With its phenomenal growth, moreover, it had become one 
of the most important places in the world: an Atom Town. 
And it was living under a blanket of secrecy so profound that 
fewer than 200 of its inmates really knew just what was 
going on. If the clothing drive chairman was pained by Rich- 
land’s silent rebuff, he should have seen what the townspeople 
were putting up with. 

Much has been written about Oak Ridge, but little has 


reached the public on the trials of the people of Richland. 

Security precautions virtually made Richland a “walled” 
city. .No road signs pointed the way to it. Small reconnais- 
sance planes with a roving eye for trouble tirelessly criss- 
crossed the skies overhead. Within the town, the citizens were 
strictly forbidden to discuss their work, and many believed 
that they would be under surveillance long 
after they had left it. The domination of The 
Big Secret was complete. 

The concept of a mystery town, peopled by 
robots, and governed by a Buck Rogers fan- 
tasy, fades quickly, however, once you enter 
Richland. Even when the shadow of the Bomb 
hung over it, life in Richland was, and still 1s, 
normal, and the town 1s a model experiment 
in everyday community living. 


Built For Plutoniurn Makers 


SPECIFIC ALLY, it was designed and built to 

house the people who run the so-called Han- 

ford Engineer Works, which manufactures plutonium for 
atomic bombs. The town and the works, over 25 miles away, 
were constructed by an earlier influx of pioneers who lived in 
Hanford, a rip-roaring, tarpaper village that was abandoned 
when their job was done. In its heyday, one Colonel] recalls 
fondly, Hanford had “all the vitality and unbridled energy 


of an Alaska gold rush.’” Now Hanford, the construction town, 
stands idle. Hanford, the engineering plant, and Richland, 
the home of its engineers and operators, are still going strong. 

The latter, though no thing of beauty, is much calmer 
and more stable than its predecessor. Hanford had few chil- 
dren; Richland has had a boom in babies. For a long time, 
tumultuous Hanford gambled and caroused in its off-hours for 
lack of facilities for anything better. Orderly Richland quickly 
united itself into a neighborly community. 


Everyone’s So Blooming Civic 


Tue majority of its men are scientists and engineers, with 

common interests and a common viewpoint. The town ts their 

baby and they love it. ‘““Never,”’ says one observer, “have I 

known so many people to be so blooming civic.” “Scratch a 

Richlander,’” says another, ‘‘and you'll find a director of a 
community board.”’ 

The town does, in fact, have 40 clubs of 
one sort or another, in addition to a municipal 
association known as The Villagers. This is 
headed by Hayden Rector, an attorney, who 
previously organized recreational activities 
for Hanford. 

Social life is unpretentious. The prob- 
lem of “keeping up with the Joneses” 
doesn’t exist, for the simple reason that 
it can’t. Almost everyone lives in prefabri- 
cated or semi-permanent houses, identically 
furnished down to the last small footstool. A 
visitor to Richland gets the same frank warn- 

ing in every parlor: “Don't sit in that chair by the table 
It isn't comfortable.” 

The cost of living is low. Rent ranges from $27.50 a month 
for a furnished one-bedroom “‘prefab’’ with heat and light 
included, to $84 for a four-bedroom unit. And if the plumbing 
gets out of order, or the furnace kicks up, all the Richland 
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housewife has to do is pick up the phone and call 1300. Tenant 
Service will send over a repairman immediately. Richlanders 
who, for some reason, have moved away, write back, wailing: 
“‘We don’t like being out in the cold, cruel world where we 
can't get things done simply by calling dear old 1300.” 

Another advantage is the large, well-equipped hospital 
where an appendectomy is performed for $100, and the deliv- 
ery of a baby for $75 — possibly an inducement, for Richland 
has one of the world’s highest birth rates: 27 per 1,000 in 1944, 
as opposed to 20.2 per 1,000 for the whole U.S. 

In spite of growing families, there are absolutely no ser- 
vants in Richland. High school students have organized a 
baby-sitters’ union, with a bow of pink and 
blue ribbon as a badge, but their work isstrictly 
limited to babies. 

The lack of servants, however, has not 
daunted Richland wives. They have 
dolled up their kitchens with decalco- 
manias and they invite their guests in to 
help prepare dinner. The town’s leading 
hostess, Mrs. Franklin Matthias, wife of 
Colonel ‘‘Fritz,”’ the engineering genius who 
built the project, has entertained 250 guests 
in one evening without servants. 

Richland housewives cannot do compara- 
tive shopping. The Army’s planners built the 
town with a nervous eye to its $10,000,000 cost. If the atomic 
bomb was a dud, they might have to account for every dollar 
to some cold-eyed Congressional-committee. So nothing went 
into Richland that wasn’t “‘necessary.”’ There are several gro- 
ceries and drugstores but otherwise only one shop of any given 


type. There is no bakery, no delicatessen, no jewelry store.- 


What merchants there are, came to Richland reluctantly. 
The Army’s proposition looked like a pig in a poke. What 
was the reason for the town? How long would it exist? No- 
body could tell them. The absence of competition and the 
privilege of paying rent in proportion to business volume 
finally persuaded them to come. 


Shopping District Is Subdued 


LackING any sharp business rivalry, Richland has taken 
on a quiet appearance. Its main streets — George Washington 
Way, Lee Boulevard, Goethals Avenue — which are named 
after famous engineers, are almost subdued. Signs are not for 
advertisement, but for information — and little enough of 
that. The large hotel for visiting scientists and brass hats has 
one, small, foot-square sign around back to proclaim it as 
‘Transient Accommodations,”’ and nothing more. Other signs 
are written in the gobbledygook which the military mind 
apparently prefers to English. One, outside a frame building, 
announces: ““This facility officially known as cafeteria.” 
Within this framework, the people of Richland go about 
their jobs. Today some of the pressure is off, but not all of it. 
And before August 6, of course, when President Truman an- 
nounced to the world that an atomic bomb had been dropped

on Hiroshima, the burden of The Secret was enormous. 

Every man and woman in Richland had been investigated 
by Army Intelligence until it knew more about them than 
their families. Workers at the plant were given cards telling 
them exactly how much they should know, and signs, lectures 
and movies hammered at them to keep their secrets secret. 

Curious wives soon learned not to ask home-coming hus- 
bands: ‘‘Well, dear, what happened at the office today?” 
Bridge-table gossip was choked off. 

Even the handful of men who knew the secret referred to it 
among themselves in double-talk. The news that ‘“‘Mary has a 
baby; weighs eight and three-quarters pounds,”’ for instance, 

informed Col. Benjamin Rogers, the Deputy 
Area Engineer and chief of Production, that 
another Hanford plant was operating. 


Taboo on Key Words 


Paut NISSEN, sprightly editor of the Rich- 
land “Villager,’’ also faced the security prob- 
lem: how to be vocal without saying any- 
thing. Army censors tabooed the words 


“plant,”’ “Army,” “‘Hanford,”’ and, of course, © 


“plutonium,” from his paper. Family arrivals 
and departures were out. So were names of 
newsworthy guests, or visitors, at any social 
gathering. 

Occasionally, there was a slip. The learned scientific con- 
sultants who visited the Hanford plants under aliases some- 
times forgot their assumed names. The world-famous Enrico 
Fermi, masquerading as an insignificant ‘‘Mr. Farmer,” re- 
marked to a Richland companion, while waiting to see a Pear] 
Buck movie: “I don’t know much about Miss Buck. I've just 
met her once —- when we got the Nobel Prize together.”’ 

But over all, Richland’s unrelenting precautions paid off. 
Captain Lyle Johnson, whose deceptive resemblance to a 
college freshman was not impaired by his ordeal as security 
officer, has found no evidence of either espionage or sabotage 
to date. (He admits, however, that a wild duck once played 
havoc with his plane-detecting radar.) 

Lieutenant Milton Cydell, the Richland PRO, who had 
been sitting on the story for two years, sat extra hard the last 
two weeks while he prepared his advance news releases on 
orders from Washington. And his assistant, Sergeant Hope 
Sloan, a Wac who won an Atom Town beauty contest, kept 
the biggest secret a girl ever had pounding in her lovely head. 

The secret was confined to those who were entitled to 
know it. Thus, the impact of August 6 was only slightly 
less numbing to Richland than it was to Hiroshima. 

One happy man in Richland that day was Editor Nissen. 
In a one-page extra, he made up for many newsless newspapers 
with one blockbuster headline: IT’S ATOMIC BOMBS! 

The following week’s issue sagged somewhat under the 
strain of ushering in an Atomic Age. “Boy Scouts,” it head- 
lined, ““To Collect Waste Paper.”

Food Is Medicine, Too

And American mothers 
can work magic cures.

experts found out... 


"VE just made a tour of 14 Air 

Forces redistribution stations 
where the biggest factor in returning 
men to civilian life fit and happy is 
food. 

It’s not simply “plain, whole- 
some’’ food — Army diets have al- 
ways given men that — but some- 
thing special: food with a personal- 
ized, home-cooked quality, with the 
frills that turn dull meals into some- 
thing to relish and remember. 

I ate with Tom, Dick and Harry; 
with privates, colonels, captains, 
majors, lieutenants and corporals. 
I saw them at their regular messes, 
at PX’s and snack bars, at banquets, 
buffets and at the height of midnight 
raids on bulging iceboxes. 


Ham With a Purpose 


Wuat the men didn’t know was 
that all this had been planned to the 
least detail, as carefully mapped out 
as the invasion of Normandy. The 
very quilting of the whole cloves on 
the baked ham had a definite pur- 
pose —- a reminder of home. 

Those deviled eggs, the old-fash- 
ioned potato salad, were all a part 
of what the Army calls home-cook- 
ing therapy, which for the past year 
has been going strong at 14 redistri- 
bution stations. Purpose: to stimu- 
late the appetites of thousands upon 
thousands of returnees and ambula- 
tory hospital convalescents. As appe- 
tites get back to normal, with them 
returns a natural zest and interest in 
everyday life. 

The cure is worked by loading 
mess tables and hospital trays with 
the foods men longed for on the 
world’s battlefronts. These dream 
foods, as questionnaires revealed, 
were homemade delights: fried ham 


and pan gravy, buttermilk biscuits, 
coconut layer cake made like 
Mother makes them. The military 
sent its food experts north, south, 
east and west to gather home- 
kitchen recipes for these old-fash- 
ioned delectables. 

Credit Major Gen. Hubert R. 
Harmon, commanding head of the 
AAF Personnel Distribution Com- 
mand at Louisville, Ky., for putting 
the Army’s usual feeding plan in re- 
verse for returning § servicemen. 
Throughout the war, these men were 
coldly and scientifically fed on the 
compact, nourishing foods that 
made fighters. They were consid- 
ered mere statistical units in a nu- 
trition plan. Now, under the food- 
therapy program, the individ- 
ual taste of the man is made the 
first consideration. 

At the front, men helped make 
their routine C and K rations en- 
durable by dreaming of the fine 
things they would devour when they 
got back. Milk topped the list 
everyone's list. Returnees can drink 
three to five quarts a day. Sgt. Elmer 
Bacon, of Saginaw, Mich., told us 
he was so excited when he saw milk 
for-the first time in a year that he 
couldn't uncap the bottle 

And eggs! An officer with a Euro 
pean theater mbbon on his blouse 
sat in the snack bar for returnees 
in Atlantic City. ““Keep bringing me 
eggs,” he demanded. “Fresh eggs! 
I made up my mind that if I ever 
came back, I'd eat shell eggs until I! 
broke out 1n a rash.”’ 


Please the Individual 


But there are as many tastes as 
there are tongues. How to please the 
individual palates of the multitude 
was the first problem that faced the 
therapy program. It was met by the 
questionnaire method. Thousands 
of returnees were queried regarding 
their favorite dishes. From the an- 
swers, the food experts chose the 
“common denominator” foods. 
Peas, they discovered, are the 


American soldier's favorite vegetable. 
Shrimp is king among shellfish. Ice 
cream 1s in the stratosphere when 
it comes to desserts. 

With these clues as starting points, 
a master file of 300 recipes was de- 
veloped for quantity service. Direc- 
tions were written in the greatest 
detail, all for the achievement of 
that homemade taste, that home- 
made look. 


Army Has the Answer 


(;,orRDON STOUFFER, nationally- 
known restaurateur, was asked to 
direct the plan. Colonel Stouffer 
hired trained dieticians to set up 
the recipes, plan the menus and 
train mess personnel in the prepara- 
tion of the dishes. Two women have 
the job of traveling from station to 
station to see that the food schedule 
is kept to the letter. 

We tagged Dietician Eleanor Wal- 
lace from east to west to see how 
the job 1s done. We were in and out 
of kitchens, storerooms and meat- 
cutting plants. We asked thousands 
of questions about the way to keep 
men happily fed. Following are 
some of the answers the Army 
learned by experience. 

*“Monotonous menus should 
be avoided like the plague,” 
VMirs. Wallace said. Soldiers back 
from the hot spots are fed up on 
dull fare. She plans different lunch 
and dinner menus each day for two 
weeks, after which the pattern ts re- 
peated. Breakfast is the exception. 
To start the day, men like the same 
items over and over again: fruit 
juice, cereal, toast, bacon and eggs 
or sausage and pancakes. 

Men like their surprises to be not 
too surprising. Mrs. Wallace meets 
this specification by taking old, es- 
tablished favorites, such as fned 
apples, and giving them a slightly 
novel twist. For example, she adds 
currant jelly to this dish a few min- 
utes before serving, and fried apples 
hit a new high in flavor and favor.

No meat loaves, no hash dishes, 
no stews are among the master-file 
recipes. Army men are pretty tired 
right now of meats resembling canned 
wartime varieties. But if there must 
be ground meat — have Salisbury 
steak. Mrs. Wallace has discovered 
that this is seldom left on the plate. 
And ground beef is forked down with 
gusto when combined with macaroni 
and tomatoes, casserole style. 

Generally, the men are fnendly 
to any meat except the bland little 
lamb. Steak is great stuff. Chili 
con carne has such a high rating 
that in cold weather it is served at 
the stations every Saturday night. 

The lads are starved for fresh 
eggs, but not the scrambled kind, 
which are associated with the un- 
popular powdered stuff they ate 
at the front. Returnees from the 
Pacific turn thumbs down on rice. 

But pass the potatoes — any style 
—and Joe will take a big dip. 
French fries are in the lead, baked 
potatoes run second. Mashed pota- 
toes are the least popular. Blame 
those dehydrated wartime spuds 
which were dished up mashed. 


Back For Seconds 


In THE vegetable kingdom, beets 
are at the bottom of the heap. If a 
man spent time in England — then 
it’s Brussels sprouts. The beloved pea 
will be eaten in any combination. 

Oddly enough, spinach is high on 
the favored list. Tomatoes get the 
nod, whether served sliced, in old- 
fashioned cream of tomato soup or 
as a hot vegetable. And here's one 
to try on your home-coming hero: 
French-fried cauliflower. Men rush 
back to this dish for seconds. Onions 
get a big hand, raw or cooked. 

**A la king” is queen of the 
sauces. Tomato-sauce is dandy; 
also the hot barbecue numbers, 
and any kind of gravy. Men are 
friendly to salads, especially that 
American classic, the Waldorf. About 
80 per cent of the returnees vote for 
cottage cheese blended with vege- 
tables. | 

Jellied salads merit masculine es- 
teem because they “look pretty.” 
Remember, those war-weary boys 
can stand a pinch of fluff. Army 


foods as a rule show up drab as 
khaki. In therapy cooking a first 
rule is that the plate show off 
“pretty as a picture’’ to make the 
mouth water, to create an appetite. 

Fill up the fruit basket. The re- 
turning GI's can't get enough apples, 
oranges, or any fruit in season. To 
satisfy this hunger, the stations serve 
fresh fruits at breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. Yes, in addition to dessert. 
There's also fruit at the snack bars 
for between-meals nibbling. 


Eases Tension 


Au a man wants to eat, that’s a 
part*of the program. Eating, it ts 
found, eases tension. To 
around-the-clock bounty, an in- 
crease of 50 per cent has been made 
in returnees’ ration allowances. 
Snack bars are open all hours be- 
tween messes and busy every min- 
ute. The average hand-out ts four 
and one-fourth pints of milk per day, 
per man; one-half pound of fresh 
fruit; four ounces of ice cream. At 
one station, a boy who had been 


provide 


a prisoner of the Germans, said 
it for everyone: **Gosh, I've eaten 
so much I can’t shut my back 
teeth.”” 

Icebox raids are standard operat- 
ing procedure for those who like 
a bite before turning in. The Air 
Forces mess kitchens are stocked 
with everything good for building a 
sandwich: meat, cheese, jam. Also 
relishes, cookies and milk. After 11 
p.m. a man can go foraging. 

At a midnight raid at the con- 
valescent hospital in Pawling, N. Y., 
a silent, dispirited Louisiana boy 
with a shock of brown hair and a 


10,000-yard stare, stopped suddenly 
before a baked ham, opulent in its 
brown-sugar glaze. ““That makes my 
hand itch,” he said, reaching for 
the knife. “I did the carving at 
home better than Dad.’’ Where- 
upon he carved for the crowd. The 
thin slices fell like curling velvet 
under his hand. From that night 
forward, the lad stopped moping 
and a month later he was on his way 
home. 

You can’t put your finger on any 
vital statistics to prove the power 
of food in rebuilding the spirits of 
men. But workers know the Louisi- 
ana fellow’s experience has been 
duplicated many times. ““That boy 
from Kansas,"’ said one dietician. 
“Remember him? He wouldn't lift a 
fork. We had to feed him like a two- 
year-old. 


Worth the Cost 


‘“THEN one day along came an 
apple dumpling in nutmeg sauce. 
You know the kind, baked with a 
flaky crust? Well sir, he picked up 
the fork and ate by himself. ‘Mother 
makes them this way,’ was all he 
had to say.’’ A spiced apple dump- 
ling marked the road home. 

A minor miracle, certainly, but 
enough to satisfy the Army that 
its food-therapy program is worth 
the cost in time and money. The 
job will continue until every man 
is returned home. At that point, 
the wives and mothers take over 
and carry on. It’s the kind of heal- 
ing they know best. They can prac- 
tice it daily and they can do a bet- 
ter job at it than all the armies in 
the world. The End

The check’s no problem 
if a business girl has

LTHOUGH the rules of etiquette 
seem as fixed as a mountain 
range, actually the changes are as 
unceasing as those of a coastline 
whose rocky sections stand un- 
alterable, but whose sands con- 
tinually shift. 

There is a need for drawing a 
new map of the coastline of busi- 
ness etiquette, [I found when |! 
happened to reread a few pages of 
the first edition of my own “Eti- 
quette.’"’ Anything more quaint 
would be hard to find than the 
rule: **No gentleman permits a 
lady whom he is accompany- 
ing. to open her purse-—ever!" 

Today my answer tosone who 
asks whether a woman may pay 
the check after she and a man 
have had lunch together, is that 
according to social etiquette the 
answer is usually no. The few ex- 
ceptions include signing a voucher 
at her club, or when her guests, 
numbering three or more, have 
been invited to lunch with her. 
But there are many occasions 
when a woman in business is 
hostess to a man. 

Handicaps Selling 
For example: If her business is 
one that depends on her selling 
to a buyer who can best be reached 
at lunch, a woman who is unable 
to entertain him is handicapped. 

Sometimes a busy man is likely 
to tell her, ““‘The only time I have 
today is at lunch.” 

The next point is important: 
If their meeting is to Ats advan- 
tage, he pays the bill. But if he 1s 


the buyer or the giver or the celeb- 
rity, she pays the check. 

Usually she pays the check in 
this way: If the restaurant is one 
where her firm has a charge ac- 
count, she takes the check from 
the waiter and signs it.

In other 
words, she should remember 
this is not a social interlude 
but a part of her business day. 
Another situation is that of a 
woman in a real estate office who 
takes a prospective buyer in a 
taxicab to see a distant site. It is 
she and not he who pays the fare. 
Business etiquette necessarily 
follows a practical course. To in- 
sist that a man pay a taxicab fare, 
lunch check, or even dinner check 
on an occasion that is strictly busi- 
ness, and by rights, her obliga- 
tion, is not only uncomplimentary 
to the woman, but belittling to her 
position in the business world.
